The Fancy Mould 
Returns to Form 
Food for Dinners

A N C Y moulds are flocking back 
to the counters they deserted 
during the w ar and are prov­ 
ing of untold jo y to the housewife 
who has been using substitutes all 
this time. 
A s the holiday season 
approaches 
we 
are 
turning over 
thoughts of fancy holiday cookery, 
looking over our most treasured re­ 
cipes and the use o f moulds figure 
kMgely in our plans. 
« 
. 
* 
In this day; of individual service 
the small moulds take precedence 
over the larger ones. 
F or Instance, 
individual plum puddings turned out 
of wee moulds that are the replicas 
of big ones, are fascin atin g and 
decorative in their own w ay, looking 
like children im personating grown­ 
ups. 
W e m ay run riot in choosing jelly 
moulds, for they come 
in 
m any 
shapes, 
the 
most 
popular 
being 
•melon, waluut, fish, pineapple, crown, 
ear of corn, wooden soldier, Mothfer 
Goose, swan, duck, star, diamond, 
heart, .spade, club and num bers of 
oth er, shapes. 
Moulding jellies is 
quite si knack and one who becomes 
expert can produce m any attractive 
dishes. 
Then 
com e 
the 
various 
fish 
moulds. There is the flat fish mould, 
the curved fish set on 'edge, the 
lobster mould and the shell-shaped 
moulds. 
Their shapes give oppor­ 
tu n ity for m any pretty ideas in gar­ 
nishing. Strange to say*, m any of the 
moulds are tinned over copper foun­ 
dation, but ’seem perfectly satisfac­ 
tory to use for the purpose, though 
we are told not to use tin things for 
Perhaps this m ay apply only to 
standing in a tin receptacle or cook­ 
ing the fish in it. 
A number of Die 
moulds that are extra heavy are 
used for baking the fancy fish dishes. 
W hen done they m ay be turned out 
onto a dish and a re then garnished. 
The moulds m ay be gotten in three 
sizes, 
though 
tho individuals are 
first favori|es. 
The copper ice cream moulds show 
a most attractive variety. Here again 
the individual ones show most vari­ 
ety, am ong them being special ones 
-^designed for children’s r»arties, small 
bf5JlÉtfÉveK<la*),es> oirships, kites, ani­ 
mals, a fascinating squirrel holding 
ftWWwMlÉf floral 
devices. These moulds are expensive, 
as they are double and hinged, but 
While the outlay is appreciable, the 
moulds last for a long time. 
K ing moulds for border dishes, and 
cold pudding 
moulds of different 
varieties, are also rather expensive, 
but they w ear indefinitely. 
W e are 
advised not to use alum inum moulds 
for arid foods. h%t the tin ones are 
not so restricted. 
M any wnrnen Tlrstst on ffclfia and 
glass moulds and there are a number 
to be had, but the design 
never 
seems to come up as clearly In them 
as in the metal moulds. 
In chilling small individual moulds, 
it is a good Idea to have a square 
pan in 
which 
six or more little 
moulds fit, then a shallow pan the

IS CAR DRIVING 
TO BE M ADE AN ART 
Thé Now York Times contains an article on car 
driving, which would seem 1ln indícate that not 
slow driving but skilled driving will save accident* 
It is claimed that a kind of “sixth sense” as to 
speed is necessary to a successful automobile dri­ 
ver. The article in part is as follows; 
■"To learn to drive is to acquire a sixth sense, 
the sense of speed. This sense, vsJbjeh any nor­ 
mal individual can acquire, premlts the instinc­ 
tive and instantaiieous calculation of the margin 
of safety that one has in front. 
This margin of 
safety depends in its turn op the brakes, on the 
nature of the road, the slope, etc. 
It is constant­ 
ly changing, but the good driver knows from mo­ 
ment to moment every change it undergoes, just 
as if it were traced before him on a dial; 
iThe good, driver notes in a flash of the eye 
eve*v,... 
rruív affect his margin of safety: 
a treacherous crossroad concealed by a hedge; the 
dog that runs out barking from a gate; the horse 
that pricks up his ears; the bend of the road just 
ahead or the child playing in the sand by the road­ 
side. The.good driver, using his accelerator alone, 
changes his speed from moment to moment as his 
margin of safety changes. 
He almost never uses 
his brakes, and so"his car goes ahead with an 
even gliding motion which gives the passengers a 
sense of perfect security. 
It could easily be de­ 
monstrated by figures that this kind of driving 
is the most economical for the owner of the car, 
and is at least as rapid as the method of going 
ahead by jumps, punctuated by sudden brakings. 
«o-e&lfecL *ftflcjft’ 
Rhich we hear 
so much are of Secondary impedance. At most 
they reduce the average speed at which one may 
safely travel. 
But an elderly man with slow' re­ 
flexes may become a better driver than the ardent 
younger with rapid reflexes who has no sense of 
speed. The former may travel more slowly, but 
one can predict that the latter wüt poon or late| 
have a serious accident.”

But in the meantime, while the "sixth sense’ 
is being developed it would not be a bad idea foi 
all to observe the speed laws a little more religi­ 
ously.

Our souls need overhauling—not once a month 
or once a year—but frequently. How shall such 
a wonderful feat be accomplished? Firstly—our 
souls should lay \on the shelf occasionally.

For exam­ 
ple: Once there was a person so over wrought, he 
wondered if he might be a second Atlas, at cer­ 
tain times.

In other 
words that person became a ‘Quietist” for the 
time being. The experience did his soul 
good. 
There are said to be kinds of physical ailments 
that will yield only to the “rest cure” -when all 
physical and mental energy ceases. 
In a word 
sleep is absolutely necessary to physical well be­ 
ing. Either the doors of hell or heaven are soon 
to close behind all who cannot sleep. Just so the 
soul is rebuilt and reconditioned^ if its owner 
knows how to rest his soul. There is a Bible prom­ 
ise somewhere to the effect that some “shall have 
rest to your souls.” 
Thirdly—another attitude 
for soul overhauling? Devotion. And that word 
mfcans more than what we understand by being 
‘“devout,” Devotion suggests love for some other 
soui. Why not let that love be for the soul oF 
God Himself? Worship, then means soul devo­ 
tion to God. Worship means soul rest, soul trust 
íi^ GotJ, ^Because religious people believe in soui 
rest is one reason why they fight and contend for
